Memorandum regarding the probable amount of monsoon 
rainfall in 1964 

Previous weather conditions over certain parts of the 
w r orld enable us to form an estimate, within somewhat 
wide limits, of the monsoon rainfall of India during the 
period June to September. These predictions aim to pass 
a statistical test of 80 per cent, success, in other words 
aim at being correct four times out of five on the average 
over a long series of years. 

The data used are given in section 2 below; these are 
followed by notes on the relevant inferences that may be 
drawn from them. 

2, Data 

Java-—' The monthly rainfall departures from October 

1963 to February 1964 were ■ — 75%, • — 55%, - — 11%, 
— 45 % and — 23 % respectively. 

Equatorial Pressure — Pressure was in defect by 1,3 mb. 
at Port Darwin in March to May, by 1.2 mb, at Seychelles 
in February and March and by 0.4 mb. at Djakarta from 
January to April. 

South Rhodesia — Rainfall from October 1963 to April 

1964 was in defect by 231.4 mm. 

South America — Pressure departures were as follows : —

April and May 1964 +4.7 mb. +1.2 mb. +0.4 mb. 

Upper winds in m.p.s. — Bangalore, April, 6 km. — The 
northerly component was +3.9.

3. Inferences from the Information 

For the Peninsula — taken to consist of Maharashtra, 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Telangana, Interior Mysore 
North, Coastal Andhra Pradesh and Coastal Mysore (ex- 
cluding South Kanara) — -the available factors found to 
be of most importance are, in the order of decreasing 
reliability, Bangalore upper winds, Java Rain, Calcutta 
upper winds, South Rhodesia rain and South American 
pressure. Of the factors, South American pressure, Java 
Rain, South Rhodesia Rain, and Bangalore winds arc all 
very favourable while Calcutta upper winds are unfavour- 
able. The statistical analysis indicates that there is a 
four to one chance that the monsoon rainfall in the 
Peninsula during June to September 1964 will be above 
112% of the normal rainfall. 

For Northwest India — taken to consist of Jammu and 
Kashmir, West Uttar Pradesh, Punjab (India), Himachal 
Pradesh, Delhi and Rajasthan— the factors used are, in the 
order of decreasing reliability, Equatorial pressure, Gwalior 
upper winds, Calcutta upper winds. South Rhodesia rain 
and South American pressure. Of these, Equatorial pres- 
sure, South Rhodesia rain, Calcutta upper winds and South 
American pressure are very favourable while Gw'alior upper 
winds are indifferent. The statistical analysis indicates 
that there is a four to one chance that the monsoon rain- 
fall in Northwest India during June to September 1964 
will be above 117% of the normal rainfall, 

4. Summary of Forecast 

The monsoon rainfall during June to September 1964 is 
likely to be slightly above normal both in the Peninsula and 
in Northwest India,

7. (a) A person in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
is required should apply to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Defence for issue of the required certificate 
of eligibility in his favour after he has been finally selected 
for training. 

(b) If a certificate of eligibility is not necessary in the 
case of a person he should produce an affidavit sworn 
before a first class Magistrate in one of the following forms, 
whichever may be applicable to him 

1. “I declare that l migrated to India from areas which 
now form Pakistan before the nineteenth day of 
July 1948, and have ordinarily been resident in India 
since then.” 

2. “I declare that I migrated to India from areas which 
now form Pakistan on or after the nineteenth day 
of July 1948, and have ordinarily been resident in 
India since then and I further declare that I have got 
myself registered as a citizen of Tndia under Article 6 
of the Constitution.” 

Note.— A candidate whose case is covered by item 2 
above may submit the certificate of Registration as citizen 
of India, in original, alongwith a copy thereof, in lieu of 
an Affidavit sworn before a First Class Magistrate as re- 
quired under sub-para (b) above. 

8. THE CERTIFICATES MENTIONED IN PARA-
